Sunday the pa­ 
geantry of worship turns to the 
joys of Easter 
Pilgrims knelt beneath flicker­ 
ing candles at Calvary on Good 
Friday night as priests lifted an 
effigy of Christ’s body from the 
cross and buried it in Jerusalem’s 
ancient Church of the Holy Sep­ 
ulchre—to most Christians the ex­ 
act site of Christ’s crucifixion 
Calvary is now a balcony inside 
the church doors, its bare rock 
shielded with rich mosaics, can­ 
dles and clusters of glowing lan­ 
terns. 
Pilgrims 
from

bowed rn the dark vaults of the 
church crumbling with age and 
resounding with chants of hymns. 
They watched robed and bearded 


Catholic priests withdraw nails 
from the cross on Calvary. 
Christ’s 
effigy, 
wrapped

sheets of linen, was anointed. 
Then, to the chant of prayers, it 
was carried to the candlelit sepul­ 
chre. 


Officials said about 15.000 Chris­ 
tians were in the Holy Land for 
Eastertide. 
Earlier in the day the pilgrims 
retraced the footsteps of Christ 
from the site of Pontius Pilate’s 
fortress through the Streets of 
Sorrow to Calvary. 
Some carried heavy crosses to 
emulate the Savior s suffering. 
Some wore sandals. Others wore 
reproductions of the glittering hel­ 
mets of the Roman legionnaires 
who followed Christ to his death 
nearly 2.000 years ago. 


Throughout the afternoon pro­ 
cession pilgrims stopped at 14 sta­ 
tions of the cross to pray in many 


tongues. The stations mark where 
Christ was scourged and flogged, 


where he stumbled and fell, and, 
finally, where he was nailed to 
the cross and died.

U.S. Sounds 
New Alert On 
Tainted Tuna 


By The Associated Press 
Grocers and housewives have 
been alerted to a new botulism 
threat, this time in canned tuna 
prepared for the Jewish Passover 
season already under way. 
The Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion in Washington announced Fri­ 
day that some defective cans of 
tuna gave indications of being 
contaminated by the deadly clos­ 
tridium botulinum type E. 
The 
cans 
in question 
were 
shipped to six metropolitan areas 
within the past two months, FDA 
officials 
said. 
They 
bear 
the 
stamped serial numbers WY2 and 
WY3 and the labels read, in part, i 


“Dagim—white tuna—kosher for 
Passover—net wt 7 oz.” 
The areas are New York, De* 
trait, Chicago, Cleveland, Pitts­ 
burgh, and Augusta, Ga. 
A spokesman for the FDA said 
“We don’t think a large amount 
has been sold.” He said the ship­ 
per had notified all recipients 
last week of the possibility that 
the canned tima was contaminat­ 
ed. 
The spokesman said about IO 
defective cans had been teated 
and most showed indications of 
botulinum. All, he said, wert 
found in the metropolitan New 
York area. 
The FDA said the tuna—kosher 
to meet Jewish dietary restric­ 
tions and doubly supervised for 
the Jewish Passover season to en­ 
sure that no leavened bread is 
contained in it—was packed by the 
Washington Packing Corp. of San 
Francisco.

Municipal Judge Chertoff, at the beginning 
of the current series of hearings, pointed 
out to those cited that the police and court 
were not “ playing a game” , but were en­ 
deavoring to nit down speeding in the inter­ 
est of traffic safety.

among these rules is that the offender has 
to get an even break: He cannot he appre­ 
hended for a law violation until he is given 


every conceivable notice that he is being 
watched. 
“ In reality, though, we have been under 
the impression that traffic safety is a life­ 
anddeath matter, that our speed laws exist 
to protect society from potential k i l l e r s 
behind the wheel. To say, consequently, that 
such potential killers deserve an even break 
is to downgrade very seriously indeed the 


whole cause of traffic safety.” 
To those words, we say “ Amen” .

The G eneral’s day begins at 6:45 w ith calisthenics, then 
a h earty b reak fast. “W e lim it ourselves to tw o big m eals 
and a diet supplem ent— we have to w atch our w eight.” says 
Mrs. T aylor, whose "fighting w eig h t” m ust hover at about 
125 pounds. 
W hen T aylor arriv es a t his large, paneled Pentagon 
office at 8:15, a red light flashes in all offices of the C h a ir­ 
m an’s area. In effect, it tells staff officers: “ S tand by— 
the G eneral may need you at any tim e.” O vernight in­ 
telligence reports are on his desk for im m ediate study, 
and by 9:30 he is ready fo r a series of m eetings. 
On a typical day. th e re probably will he project officers, 
laden w ith ch a rts and graphs, rep o rtin g on an y th in g from 
P olaris m issiles to in fa n try w eaponry, from airborne 
tran sp o rta tio n to A rm y organization. E ventually, these 
subjects will be taken up by the Jo in t C hiefs of Staff.

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a s t f a l l , Pentagon shops did a rush 
business in two item s: one, food for 
dieting, and the other, food for thought. 
The latter was a book, “The Uncertain Trum­ 
pet/’ once a U.S. military dust collector; the 
former, a liquid dietary supplement for portly 
senior officers. The omens were unmistakable: 
“Mr. Attack” was coming back. General Maxwell 
Davenport Taylor, who likes his staff at “fighting 
weight” and his cold-war defenses “flexible,” had 
quit the Pentagon as Army Chief of Staff in 1959 
with some bitter words, but now he was return­ 
ing—and as head man. Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
Why Taylor quit the U.S. military after 41 
years of service, including thrilling cloak-and- 
dagger assignments and parachuting into Nor­ 
mandy on D-Day, makes quite a story. So does 
his comeback, and the man himself. 
It begins around 1910 on a farm near Keyes- 
ville, Mo., with a boy from Kansas City visiting 
his grandfather, a Confederate veteran. “You’re 
too small for pitchin’ hay” said Milton Daven­ 
port, viewing the nine-year-old, “so I’d better 
tell you some stories.” He then began telling 
about soldiering in the West during the Civil 
War. The youngster was awed. When he returned 
to school, he was asked to All out an information 
form, including his name and life’s ambition. 
“Maxwell D. Taylor,” he wrote. “Major Gen­ 
eral. United States Army.” 
That ambition never waned, though it en­ 
countered some disapproval from the boy’s 
father, John Earle Taylor, an attorney. When the 
U.S. entered World War I, 17-year-old Maxwell 
decided it was time for action. 
“I came home one evening,” he recalled re­ 
cently, “and announced: ‘I’ve just registered for 
the d raft I lied about my age. I’m going to be a 
soldier.’ When my father came around to be­ 
lieving it, he offered only one alternative. 
“ ‘If you must go.into service,’ he told me, ‘at 
least try for Annapolis or West Point.’ That’s 
what I wanted in the first place, so I agreed.” 


Now tho Navy Lost an Admiral 
Annapolis tests came up shortly afterward. 
Taylor had no chance to study, and he failed the 
geography part of the exam. “I didn’t know 
where the Strait of Malacca was,” he says. (Ifs 
between Sumatra and Malaya, of course.) “Since 
then, I have flown over it many times, and I 
always look down and think: ‘If I’d known you 
were there, I might have been an admiral today.’ ” 
Taylor took the West Point exams at the same 
time, passed them readily, as they included no 
geography, and was graduated fourth in the class 
of 1922 and described as “most learned” in the 
yearbook. 
It was at West Point that he met Lydia Gard­ 
ner Happer, daughter of an El Paso, Texan trans­ 
planted to Virginia. Lydia Happer was soft­ 
spoken, petite, and retiring, but at a West Point 
dance she stood out glaringly—an Annapolis 
midshipman escorted her. Cadet Taylor resolved

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From “obsolescent general” to our No. I soldier—here’s an intimate 


glimpse of the pivotal man in the Pentagon

to change this permanently and figured fate was 
on his side when he learned only 30 minutes 
separated them in age. (“ A fact he never lets me 
forget,” Mrs. Lydia Taylor says nowadays.) 
Nevertheless, fate took its time. Or as Mrs. 
Taylor puts it: “ It was many boy friends and 
girl friends later before we married.” 
For many ambitious young officers, the Army 
of the ’30s meant mostly slow promotions, un­ 
exciting posts, and seeming stagnation. But not 
for the Taylors. Mrs. Taylor recalls only one 
major disadvantage: "In 37 years, we made 31 
moves. When our sons, Jack and Tom, were 
young, this was particularly bad. The younger. 
Tom, went to eight schools in four years.” 
Taylor waited five years fqr his first promotion, 
and it wasn’t until 1935 that he was made captain. 
The years weren’t wasted, though. The intellectual 
qualities recognized at West Point were being 
finely honed. Taylor became a postgraduate of 
several Army "think” schools, and military tours 
took him throughout the world. For relaxation, 
he continued studies in the classics. 


World W ar ll and tho Big Action 
In those years, he had held only one command 
post. When we entered World War II, however. 
Major Taylor lost no time in finding an outfit— 
and action. 
As a division chief of staff and later a briga­ 
dier general, he helped develop our first airborne 
force and went into the Sicilian and Italian cam­ 
paigns as artillery commander of the 82nd Air­ 
borne Division. On Sept. 7, 1943, he met a his­ 
tory-making test. The Italians had earlier signed 
a surrender, and within 48 hours some 2,000 
American airborne troops were scheduled to seize 
Rome from the German garrison. One question 
plagued General Eisenhower: could this force 
take the Eternal City by surprise? The man sent 
to find out was Brig. Gen. Maxwell Taylor, ac­ 
companied by Col. William T. Gardiner of the 
Air Corps. 
By corvette, PT boat, and curtained am­ 
bulance, the two were smuggled into Rome to 
confer w’ith Marshal Badoglio about Italian sup­ 
port. Taylor realized now that help was impera­ 
tive: he had seen the Germans strengthening the 
Rome garrison. But the Italians were uncertain. 
They wanted more time. Each procrastination 
brought the airborne troops closer to H-hour. 
Even today Taylor says: “ It was the toughest 
decision of my career. First, because I wanted 
to take the Eternal City with airborne troops. 
But second, because it was my decision alone—no 
advisers, reports, staff discussions. Mine alone.” 
The decision made, Taylor radioed two pre­ 
arranged words to Eisenhower: “ Situation in­ 
nocuous.” Within hours of take-off. Taylor had 
killed the daring plan, and 2,000 Americans had 
been saved from a disastrous drop. 
General Eisenhower has said: "The risks 
General Taylor) ran were greater than I asked 
any other agent or emissary to undertake during 
the war—he carried weighty responsibilities and 
disch arged them with unerring judgment, and 


every minute he was in imminent danger of dis­ 
covery and death.” 
Eight months later, Taylor was the do-it-your­ 
self commander of the 101st Airborne Division 
parachuting into France six hours before the 
main D-Day landings at Utah Beach. Fog and 
winds dispersed his men, and he found himself 
alone in black alien countryside. He recalls: 
“ After 20 minutes of prowling around and 
playing cops and robbers with the Germans, I 
heard someone moving on the other side of the 
hedgerow—German or American? Then I heard 
a little click-click (the division’s recognition sig­ 
nal). I gave a click-click in return. We met at the 
corner of the hedge. No soldier ever looked more 
beautiful than that tough paratrooper private 
with his M-l rifle, bayonet fixed.” 
Taylor soon rounded up about 70 men. Unfor­ 
tunately, most were majors,colonels, and one gen­ 
eral, McAuliffe. "We had a lot of rank but no­ 
body to go out with M-l rifles and chase Ger­ 
mans,” Taylor says ruefully. “ Never were so few 
led by so many.” Nevertheless, by dawn this 
strange force was on the move; it took its first 
objective, Pouppeville, on schedule, and the 101st 
was on its way to one of the most outstanding 
divisional records of the war. 
Mrs. Taylor recalls another momentous day. 
“The General had returned to Washington at 
General Marshall’s order to see some new troop- 
carrying planes. It was Christmas, 1944, and we 
were looking forward to a family get-together. 
Then we heard that the 101st had been sur­ 
rounded at Bastogne by the German break­ 
through. The General became deeply distressed. 
‘I must rejoin them,’ he kept saying. But because 
of the weather there was trouble getting a plane, 
and we reminded him about the family get-to­ 
gether. ‘I have 10,000 sons over there,’ he said.” 


A Simple Case af Bravery 
Taylor wheedled a transatlantic flight, intend­ 
ing to parachute into the besieged 101st area. 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith refused permission as 
“too dangerous,” so Taylor commandeered a jeep 
and driver and found an open road through the 
battle lines. "It was a hairy drive,” says one of 
his longtime aides. "Either side could have blasted 
him—but what the devil, if you can’t do things 
like that, you shouldn’t be in this business.” 
After the war, there was distinguished service 
in Berlin, West Point, and Korea. West Point re­ 
members him as a commandant who recharged 
the academic atmosphere for cadets and trimmed 
down faculty fat. In the gymnasium, he had in­ 
stalled a scale and sign : "This scale is to remind 
the officers at West Point that a potbelly cannot 
lead the Corps of Cadets.” 
The sign is not visible at the Pentagon today, 
but the idea is, hence the crowded gym and the 
pack of dietary food near most desks. 
In June, 1955, Taylor was appointed Army 
Chief of Staff, fought the continuous battle of 
Washington—and suffered his first defeat. On 
one side was a group, led by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, which advocated massive 


retaliation as our best defense. The "big bang” 
philosophers believed that if we concentrated 
on building a huge nuclear arsenal, nobody would 
dare attack us. Taylor acknowledged the impor­ 
tance of nuclear weapons but felt we were put­ 
ting all our eggs in one basket. What good was an 
A-bomb in guerrilla w arfare? Or an H-bomb in 
brush-fire wars? If an ally asked our aid against 
a Communist revolution, were we going to drop a 
nuclear device on the country? 
After four years of "the usual 4-to-l split 
against me,” Taylor quit the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
with this farewell to arm s: "My success has been 
definitely limited. I can do only one more thing 
for the cause—withdraw an obsolescent general 
from the military inventory.” 
Today Taylor says, “I meant what I said then— 
under those conditions I was indeed obsolete. 
And if those conditions existed today, I would 
have to do the same. But the climate is different 
here now.” 
After retirement, Taylor put his views into the 
book, "The Uncertain Trumpet.” They were read 
by an impressed Sen. John F. Kennedy. When, 
as President, Mr. Kennedy found himself in 
trouble over the aborted Bay of Pigs invasion, he 
appointed Taylor Special Military Adviser to the 
White House. Last October, Mr. Kennedy named 


him Chairman of the Joint Chiefs, just in time 
to join the celebrated executive committee on the 
Cuban crisis. On a table in Taylor’s home is a 
gift from the President, a sterling silver calendar 
of October, 1962, with the days of crisis in black. 
The Taylors now live at Fort Myer, Va., in an 
old-fashioned red-brick building on the post. It 
is notable for a breathtaking view across the 
Potomac to the Capitol and for sunny rooms fur­ 
nished with pieces collected from all over the 
world—and a simple portrait, too, that of the late 
Milton Davenport.

ANSWER: Sailors love their ships and from the earliest times 


have had the feeling that they were something more than just 


wood, rope and canvas—that they were somehow alive. A sailor 


will say “ she’s a fine vessel,” the word “ she” meaning that he 


thinks of a ship as something beautiful and romantic, like a 


woman. Pictures of ships with distinct figureheads have been 


found on stone age rock carvings, so it must have been a very 


long time ago that this practice began. It is thought that the 


figurehead was supposed by the ancients to help the ship find 


her way through fog and dangerous waters. Certain ships in the 


Mediterranean Sea had eyes painted on their bows for the same 


reason, and the custom has persisted on certain fishing boats 


to this day. Viking ships, as well as Roman and Greek vessels 


usually carried figureheads and the custom became so general 


that an old-time seaman thought it unlucky to sail on a ship 
which didn't have one. P>ut many quaint old customs passed out 
when steam took the place of sail. Now the only figureheads to 
be seen are in nautical museums.

o d a n c i n g in the streets, please, but this 
is the Golden Anniversary of that golden 
institution, American income tax. 
Uncle Sam ’s collector of internal revenue doesn’t ex­ 
pect you to mail him a Happy A nniversary card, of course. 
Just your 1962 return and. if necessary, the full paym ent 
due- and you’d better have it in the mail by m idnight 
April 15, or he’ll be terribly upset. 
It was in 1913, “after a generation of agitation and 
effort,” th at the 16th Amendment was ratified, making 
income taxes a C onstitutional—and apparently perm anent 
— fixture on the American scene. To be sure, we had taxed 
income a few tim es previously, but the Supreme Court 
had ruled out the levy. 
Those pre-World W ar I taxpayers dwelled in paradise 
and didn’t know it. They had to fork over from I to 7 per­ 
cent of their earnings. Today’s Social Security tax alone is 
higher than that. 
As the Internal Revenue Service puts it, the income tax 
has since “changed its m orning coat for overalls.” About 
62 million Americans file returns these days and ante up 
some $50 billion a year, compared with the $28 million 
“contributed” half-a-century back. In 1913 only one in 30 
citizens filed a return, and persons earning more than 
$100,000 accounted for three-fourths of the total collected.

There were plenty of opponents to the Constitutional 
Amendment introduced during the first Wilson adm inis­ 
tration. They pointed overseas and said we would become 
“as decadent as E uropeans” if we paid taxes, th at our 
whole moral fiber would collapse, th at our independence 
would be sold in the m arket place. 
But income tax was born and has been growing ever 
since— not w ithout continued opposition, however, from 
bent but unbowed enemies. Even the collector of internal 
revenue under the Eisenhower adm inistration got into the 
act a couple of years ago. T. Coleman Andrews, after 
several years of enforcing the nation’s tax laws, called 
for repeals on the basis th at they were among the most 
inflationary of all evils besetting the shrinking dollar. 
A form er Utah governor, J. Bracken I,ee, adam antly re­ 
fused to pay part of his 1955 income tax because he ob­ 
jected to the money being used for foreign aid. The revenue 
agents simply attached his bank account for the rem ain­ 
ing taxes. Undaunted, Lee went to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
but the C ourt wouldn’t even let him file a suit. Like many 
a taxpayer who has fought a noble but losing battle with 
the tax man. Governor Lee packed his gear and concluded: 
“I’m goin’ fishin’. ”

Viewers of the defunct television show, “The $64,000 
Question,” may rem em ber Vivien Kellems, owner of a 
factory in Stonington, Conn. She chose the tax category 
and promptly got into an argum ent with the m aster of 
ceremonies, claim ing his charts were wrong. 
When finally she was cajoled into answ ering a question, 
the m.c. declared her wrong. “ I am not,” Miss Kellems 
replied and refused to leave the stage. 
It was only afte r some conferring th a t Miss Kellems 
was ushered away from the tv cam eras, with the m.c. 
perspiring as many a tax man had before under Miss 
Kellems* obduracy. But while she never has had the last 
word with the tax man, she got it on tv. As the m.c. flashed 
a toothy though rather wan smile, her voice could be 
heard off stage: 
“You’re still w rong!” 
Another battle th at is as old as the income tax is the 
one between loophole seekers and Government loophole 
pluggers. Even into the 1930s, a tycoon like J. P. Morgan 
was able to find legalistic loopholes to avoid paying his 
taxes. T hat’s not so easy nowadays, but people still try. 
One im aginative Am erican—an undertaker—listed his 
personal grocery bill as a deduction on grounds that 
his wife met potential custom ers while shopping. Another 
tried to charge off a swimming pool as “a scientific ex­ 
perim ent in w ater purification.” 
Ingenious is the word for the stam p collector who 
bought $2,700 worth of rare specimens and tried to charge 
them off to his business’ postage account. And let’s not 
overlook the housewife who deducted $500 as a bad debt. 
“ I know that debt won’t ever be paid,” she explained, “be­ 
cause I owe it myself. I haven’t paid any of it for two 
years, and I don’t intend to !” 
On the other hand. Uncle Sam doesn’t always emulate 
Simon Legree at income-tax tim e; he can be sweetly rea­ 
sonable, too. For example, he allowed one company to de­ 
duct $187,417 to m aintain a hunting lodge for customers. 
He perm itted another firm to charge off $253,035 for 
operating a yacht. 
This April 15th still finds many forces of tax reform 
and reduction clashing in W ashington and the national 
debt continuing to climb despite our income-tax load. The 
country’s red-ink-filled pen now is hovering above the $300 
billion mark. 
T hat’s quite a larger tab than we had in George W’ash- 
ington’s day, when a prosperous New Englander named 
Jam es Swan generously paid our entire national debt out 
of his own pocket—slightly more than $2 million. Never 
shall Uncle Sam look upon his likes again!

1 cup chilled whipping cream 
Va cup confectioners’ sugar 
Vt teaspoon vanilla extract 
Vi teaspoon almond extract 
4 medium-sized all-yellow bananas 
2 tablespoons orange juice 
2 9-in. sponge cake layers (see recipe) 
1. Add enough w ater to cherry sirup to yield I 
cup. S tir a small amount of the sirup into corn­ 
starch in a saucepan; blend until smooth. Mix 
in apricot preserve. Add rem aining cherry sirup 
and salt; bring to boiling and boil 3 min., stir­ 
ring constantly. Stir in lemon peel and cherries

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 
news from Washington:

Pray er

a s t e r i s a t i m e when churches are 
thronged with millions who come 
to worship, to rejoice, to pray . It is a 
time when pray er and its implications 
are brought into sudden, sharp focus. 
In my research and writing on religion, I hav e 
ex plored these implications and hav e compiled 
what I call the sev en basic secrets— one could 
call them techniques—of pray er. I would like 
to share them with y ou. 
1. Pray er is not a question but an answer. 
A y oung woman came to me not long ago in 
deep distress and anger. “ I poured out my heart 
to God in pray er,” she said. “ I told Him all my 
problems. I asked for guidance—and absolutely 
nothing has changed!” 
“ But did y ou take time,” I asked, “ to listen to 
His answer?” She seemed startled. Further dis­ 
cussion rev ealed clearly she had not. She had 
been so intent on pouring out all her questions 
that she had failed to hear God’s word to her. 
We pray in affirmation and adoration; we seek 
His will for us, knowing that it is all good. And 
the prompting comes within us, in the morning 
of quiet, in the silence. Listen— for the answer 
is there. 
2. Pray er is not a demand but a promise. 
Promise of what? A promise to seek not for 
ourselv es alone but rather to be channels of 
God’s purpose. 


One man pray ed that he could be instru­ 
mental in ridding a neighbor woman of her 
brutish, drunken husband. One night when the 
husband was in a rage, the neighbor stormed 
into the house, threatened to thrash the hus­ 
band, and told him. “ I’m pray ing to God that 
she can get rid of y ou so I can marry her and 
giv e her some happiness.” 
Those knife-edged words ripped through the 
husband’s alcoholic haze. The result was ex ­ 
traordinary ; in the day s that followed, the man 
began to reclaim him self and his marriage. The 
neighbor ev entually mov ed to another part of 
town, without understanding how his pray er 
could possibly hav e resulted in this v ictory — 
for the husband. 
3. Pray er is both a petition and a repenting. 
At a party , a group of y oung “ intellectuals” 
were discussing 
repentance. 
Sev eral 
insisted 
that they had nothing to repent. An older man 
asked, “ You mean y ou nev er did a thing y ou 
wanted to tell somebody y ou were sorry for?” 
To tell somebody we’re sorry ! There are guilts 
that we pile up on ourselv es, little items and 
big; the.se are the burdens that we seek to hav e 
lifted from us in our pray ers. 
4. Pray er inv olv es awareness. 
We mu.st be aware that God’s will for us is 
alway s the will of lov e, and we must realize that 
through Him ev en the impossible is possible. 
During World War II. a friend of mine was 
shot down in the South Pacific. He and his crew 
were on a raft, try ing to get back to an Ameri­ 
can-held island. It was night and moonless. Al­ 
though they pray ed the brief, silent pray ers of 
such moments, rescue seemed bey ond hope. Yet 
my friend was sure he would be rescued; some­ 
one would come, as friends had come back home 
on his farm in Alabama whenev er he needed 


help. 
. 
They heard a plane, and by the engines they 
knew it was one of ours. Someone had a cigar- 
rette lighter. W'hen the plane came closer, he 
lit it— and the night-fly ing amphibious patrol 
plane came down and made the rescue. 
After my friend was taken aboard the rescue 
plane, he discov ered that the pilot was an old 
school chum from back home in Alabama! 
5. Pray er is most effectiv e when it is offered 
for others. 
Theologians warn that such pray ers should 
nev er be used as a substitute for our own char­ 
itable actions— nor as a means of imposing our 
ideas or secret desires or judgments on some­ 
one else. But selflessly offered, intercessory 
pray er for others works miracles. In his A Primer 
o f Pra yer, Charles Lay mon say s, “ It is lov e that 
giv es significance to all pray ing, especially when 
we are lifting up others to God.” 
6 . We should hav e a place apart for our reg­ 
ular pray ers. 
It may be a corner of our home or garden, or 
it may be in a church or temple when other peo-

pie are not there in large numbers. 
What is important is that it be a place to 
which y ou go; that it require a certain action, 
a definite activ e step toward God in going there, 
in bow'ing y our head, in con.secrating y our.self. 
7. 
Effectiv e pray er is possible, particularly 
in emergency , under any conditions. 
We can be in contact with the Infinite any 
time and any place. But the reaching out to God 
cannot be flippant or offhand; it cannot be a 
casual conv ersation en route from the hair­ 
dresser to the cocktail lounge. It mu.st be deeply , 
earnestly , completely meant. 
An intern in a New York hospital goes from 
bed to bed down the long aisle of the hospital 
ward each night and pray s beside each bed. He 
tells no one in the hospital of this. 
How much good he achiev es cannot be meas­ 
ured. But he know's, as he has told me, that his 
pray ers are heard. 
A ticket v endor at a circus may pray effectiv e­ 
ly — so may a night-club dancer or an alcoholic 
on Skid Row. When a pray er is offered as a 
sacred thing, it does not go unheard. 
Pray er in its highest state is communion with 
God. It is not asking nor demanding nor peti­ 
tioning nor seeking. It is a listening, it is a wel­ 
coming of the Holy Spirit in ourselv es, it is 
opening ourselv es to the eternal respon.se of 
His Kingdom. 
All that we need, all that is right for us stem s 
from this communion which is ours in pray er.

Peggy has been try ing to under­ 
stand how to feel this safety of CiodV 
presence for a long time.

One day she bragged 
rashly to .some of her schwd chums 
that she was “ going out to Holly wood 
to sing.” 
“ I nev er thought any body would 
take me seriously ,” Peggy say s. “ But 
after they gav e me a farewell party . 
I had no choice.” 
With $18 and one battered suiUa.se. 
she set off to conquer Holly wood—oniy 
to find that one can easily be lonely 
and joble.ss in the mov ie capital. Soon 
she was forced to return meekly U> 
J amestown. 
Although she nev er ex pected it. it 
was North Dakota, not Holly wi.od. 
that gav e Peggy her first real chance. 
The manager of a k'argo radio .station 
liked her v oice and gav e her a job. He 
didn’t like her name, howev er, and 
changed it to Peggy Lee. 
Singing dates on <>ther stations and 
in small hotels followed. It was a tough 
grind, but in the prwe.sH the distinc­ 
tiv e ballad sty le of Peggy l.ee wa.s 
de,v eloping. Finally , Benny Goodman, 
a musician with a reputation as a 
tough perfectionist, heard her and of­ 
fered her a job. During the two y ears 
Peggy toured with his band, he shaped 
and sharpened her jazz sty le. 
But despite Peggy ’s growing suc­ 
cess. the loneliness and fears of her 
childhood still haunted her. “ 1 w-as 
alway s ex tremely nerv ous and fright­ 
ened when 1 .sang,” Peggy recalls.

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ast fall, Pentagon shops did a rush 
business in two items: one, food for 
dieting, and the other, food for thought. 
The latter was a book, “The Uncertain Trum­ 
pet,” once a U.S. militar>' dust collector; the 
former, a liquid dietary supplement for portly 
senior officers. The omens were unmistakable: 
“Mr. Attack” was coming back. General Maxwell 
Davenport Taylor, who likes his staff at “fighting 
weight” and his cold-war defenses “flexible,” had 
quit the Pentagon as Army Chief of Staff in 1959 
with some bitter words, but now he was return- 
ing—and as head man. Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
Why Taylor quit the U.S. military after 41 
years of service, including thrilling cloak-and- 
dagger assignments and parachuting into Nor­ 
mandy on D-Day, makes quite a story. So does 
his comeback, and the man himself. 
It begins around 1910 on a farm near Keyes- 
ville. Mo., with a boy from Kansas City visiting 
his grandfather, a Confederate veteran. “You’re 
too small for pitchin' hay” said Milton Daven­ 
port, viewing the nine-year-old, “so I’d better 
tell you some stories.” He then began telling 
about soldiering in the West during the Civil 
War. The youngster was awed. When he returned 
to school, he was asked to fill out an information 
form, including his name and life’s ambition. 
“Maxwell D. Taylor.” he wrote. “Major Gen­ 
eral. United States Army.” 
That ambition never waned, though it en­ 
countered some disapproval 
from the boy’s 
father, John Earle Taylor, an attorney. W’hen the 
U.S. entered World War 1. 17-year-old Maxwell 
decided it was time for action. 
“1 came home one evening.” he recalled re­ 
cently, “and announced: ‘I’ve just registered for 
the draft. I lied about my age. I’m going to be a 
soldier.’ When my father came around to be­ 
lieving it. he offered only one alternative. 
“ ‘If you must go.into service,’ he told me, ‘at 
least try for Annapolis or W^est Point.’ T hats 
what I wanted in the first place, so I agreed.” 


Now the Navy Loot an Admiral 
Annapolis tests came up shortly afterward. 
Taylor had no chance to study, and he failed the 
geography part of the exam. “I didn’t know 
where the Strait of Malacca was.” he says. (It’s 
between Sumatra and Malaya, of course.) 
Since 
then, I have flown over it many times, and I 
always look down and think: ‘If I’d known you 
were there. I might have been an admiral today.’ ” 
Taylor took the West Point exams at the same 
time, pa.ssed them readily, as they included no 
geography, and was graduated fourth in the class 
of 1922 and described as “most learned” in the 
vearbook.

It was at W’est Point that he met Lydia Gard­ 
ner Happer, daughter of an El Paso, Texan trans­ 
planted to Virginia. Lydia Happer was soft- 
spoken, petite, and retiring, but at a West Point 
dance she stood out glaringly—an Annapolis 
midshipman e.scorted her.

The Seven 
Secrets 
of Prayer 
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a s t e r is a t im e when churches are 
thronged with millions who come 
to worship, to rejoice, to pray. It is a 
time when prayer and its implications 
are brought into sudden, sharp focus. 
In my research and writing on religion, I have 
explored these implications and have compiled 
what I call the seven basic secrets—one could 
call them techniques—of prayer. I would like 
to share them with you. 
1. Prayer is not a question but an answer. 
A young woman came to me not long ago in 
deep distress and anger. “I poured out my heart 
to God in prayer/’ she said. “I told Him all my 
problems. I asked for guidance—and absolutely 
nothing has changed!” 
“But did you take time,” I asked, “to listen to 
His answer?” She seemed startled. Further dis­ 
cussion revealed clearly she had not. She had 
been so intent on pouring out all her questions 
that she had failed to hear God’s word to her. 
We pray in affirmation and adoration; we seek 
His will for us, knowing that it is all good. And 
the prompting comes within us, in the morning 
of quiet, in the silence. Listen—for the answer 
is there. 
2. Prayer is not a demand but a promise. 
Promise of what? A promise to seek not for 
ourselves alone but rather to be channels of 
God’s purpose.

One man prayed that he could be instru­ 
mental in ridding a neighbor woman of her 
brutish, drunken husband. One night when the 
husband was in a rage, the neighbor stormed 
into the house, threatened to thrash the hus­ 
band, and told him, “I’m praying to God that 
she can get rid of you so I can marry her and 
give her some happiness.” 
Those knife-edged words ripped through the 
husband’s alcoholic haze. The result was ex­ 
traordinary; in the days that followed, the man 
began to reclaim himself and his marriage. The 
neighbor eventually moved to another part of 
town, without understanding how’ his prayer 
could possibly have resulted in this victory— 
for the husband. 
3. Prayer is both a petition and a repenting. 
At a party, a group of young “intellectuals” 
were discussing repentance. Several insisted 
that they had nothing to repent. An older man 
asked, “You mean you never did a thing you 
wanted to tell somebody you were sorry for?” 
To tell somebody we’re sorry! There are guilts 
that we pile up on ourselves, little items and 
big; these are the burdens that we seek to have 
lifted from us in our prayers. 
4. Prayer involves awareness. 
We must be aware that God’s will for us is 
always the will of love, and we must realize that 
through Him even the impossible is possible. 
During World War II, a friend of mine was 
shot down in the South Pacific. He and his crew 
were on a raft, trying to get back to an Ameri­ 
can-held island. It was night and moonless. Al­ 
though they prayed the brief, silent prayers of 
such moments, rescue seemed beyond hope. Yet 
my friend was sure he would be rescued; some­ 
one would come, as friends had come back home 
on his farm in Alabama whenever he needed 
help. 
They heard a plane, and by the engines they 
knew it was one of ours. Someone had a cigar­ 
e tte lighter. When the plane came closer, he 
lit it—and the night-flying amphibious patrol 
plane came down and made the rescue. 
After my friend was taken aboard the rescue 
plane, he discovered that the pilot was an old 
school chum from back home in Alabama! 
5. Prayer is most effective when it is offered 
for others. 
Theologians warn that such prayers should 
never be used as a substitute for our own char­ 
itable actions—nor as a means of imposing our 
ideas or secret desires or judgments on some­ 
one else. But selflessly offered, intercessory 
prayer for others works miracles. In his A Primer 
of Prayer, Charles Laymon says, “It is love that 
gives significance to all praying, especially when 
we are lifting up others to God.” 
6. We should have a place apart for our reg­ 
ular prayers. 
It may be a corner of our home or garden, or 
it may be in a church or temple when other peo-

pie are not there in large numbers. 
What is important is that it be a place to 
which you go; that it require a certain action, 
a definite active step toward God in going there, 
in bowing your head, in consecrating yourself.

Effective prayer is possible, particularly 
in emergency, under any conditions. 
We can be in contact with the Infinite any 
time and any place. But the reaching out to God 
cannot be flippant or offhand; it cannot be a 
casual conversation en route from the hair­ 
dresser to the cocktail lounge. It must be deeply, 
earnestly, completely meant. 
An intern in a New York hospital goes from 
bed to bed down the long aisle of the hospital 
ward each night and prays beside each bed. He 
tells no one in the hospital of this. 
How much good he achieves cannot be meas­ 
ured. But he knows, as he has told me. that his 
prayers are heard. 
A ticket vendor at a circus may pray effective­ 
ly—so may a night-club dancer or an alcoholic 
on Skid Row. When a prayer is offered as a 
sacred thing, it does not go unheard. 
Prayer in its highest state is communion with 
God. It is not asking nor demanding nor peti­ 
tioning nor seeking. It is a listening, it is a wel­ 
coming of the Holy Spirit in ourselves, it is 
opening ourselves to the eternal response of 
His Kingdom. 
All that we need, all that is right for us stem> 
from this communion which is ours in prayer.

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e f o r e e v e r y performance, 
Peggy Lee closes her eyes 
and recites a special prayer. 


Because these silent moments mean 
so much to her, she is reluctant to talk 
about them. The only th ing she ever 
has revealed came out during this 
FAMILY WEEKLY interview, when she 
explained: 
“ I stand there and say. ‘Father. I 
am in Your presence. I know I cannot 
leave Your presence.’ Then I feel safe, 
and I can give freely of myself. I try 
to reach out with my songs to touch

Peggy has been try in g to under­ 
stand how to feel this safety of God's 
presence for a long time. Born Norma 
Jean E gstrom in Jam estow n.

s THE YEARS passed, the anxious 
Land fear-haunted girl somehow 
got the idea she would like to be a pro­ 
fessional singer. One day she bragged 
rashly to some of her school chums 
that she was “going out to Hollywood 
to sing." 
“ I never thought anybody would 
take me seriously," Peggy says. “ But 
a fte r they gave me a farewell party, 
I had no choice." 
W ith SIH and one battered suitcase, 
she set off to conquer Hollywood -only 
to find th a t one can easily lie lonely 
and jobless in the movie capital. Satori 
she was forced to retu rn meekly to 
Jam estown. 
Although she never expected it. it

Dakota, not 
Holly wood. 
th a t gave Peggy her first real chance. 
The m anager of a Fargo radio station 
liked her voice and gave her a job. He 
didn't like her name, however, and 
changed it to Peggy la*e 
Singing dates on other stations and 
in small hotels followed. It was a tough 
grind, but in the process the distinc­ 
tive ballad style of Peggy Lee was 
developing 
Finally, Benny Goodman

fered her a job. D uring the two years 
Peggy toured with his band, he shaped 
and sharpened her jazz style 
But despite Peggy's grow ing suc­ 
cess. the loneliness and fears of her 
childhood still haunted her. “ I was 
always extremely nervous and frig h t­ 
ened when I sang,” Peggy recalls 
The critical moment came in l ‘J43. 
when she had her first chance to sing 


on network radio. As air tim e neared, 
she sat shivering in her New York 
hotel suite, her throat so choked and 
raw she could hardly talk. 
Suddenly the distraught singer re­ 
membered a lecture she hat! heard just 
before leaving Los Angeles. A m inis­ 
ter. Dr. Ernest Holmes, had spoken 
about the healing power of prayer 
She phoned him and poured out her 
desperation to him. Dr. Holmes lis­ 
tened quietly, then answ ered: “ Don’t 
worry, Peggy. I’ll pray for you. The

From “obsolescent generai” to our No. 1 soldier— here's an intimate 


glimpse of the pivotal man in the Pentagon

to change this permanently and figured fate was 
on his side when he learned only 30 minutes 
separated them in age. (‘‘A fact he never lets me 
forget,” Mrs. Lydia Taylor says nowadays.) 
Nevertheless, fate took its time. Or as Mrs. 
Taylor puts it: “It was many boy friends and 
girl friends later before we married.” 
For many ambitious young officers, the Army 
of the ’30s meant mostly slow promotions, un­ 
exciting posts, and seeming stagnation. But not 
for the Taylors. Mrs. Taylor recalls only one 
major disadvantage: "In 37 years, we made 31 
moves. When our sons. Jack and Tom, were 
young, this was particularly bad. The younger, 
Tom, went to eight schools in four years.” 
Taylor waited five years fqr his first promotion, 
and it wasn’t until 1935 that he was made captain. 
The years weren’t wasted, though. The intellectual 
qualities recognized at West Point were being 
finely honed. Taylor became a postgraduate of 
several Army "think” schools, and military tours 
took him throughout the world. For relaxation, 
he continued studies in the classics. 


World W ar II and the Big Action 
In those years, he had held only one command 
post. When we entered World War II, however, 
Major Taylor lost no time in finding an outfit— 
and action. 
.\s a division chief of staff and later a briga­ 
dier general, he helped develop our fir.st airborne 
force and went into the Sicilian and Italian cam­ 
paigns as artillery commander of the 82nd Air­ 
borne Division. On Sept. 7, 1943, he met a his­ 
tory-making test. The Italians had earlier signed 
a surrender, and within 48 hours some 2,000 
.American airborne troops were scheduled to seize 
Rome from the German garrison. One question 
plagued General Kisenhower: could this force 
take the Eternal City by surprise? The man sent 
to find out was Brig. Gen. Maxwell Taylor, ac­ 
companied by Col. W’illiam T. Gardiner of the 
.Air Corps. 
By corvette, PT boat, and curtained am­ 
bulance, the two were smuggled into Rome to 
confer with Marshal Badoglio about Italian sup­ 
port. Taylor realized now that help was impera­ 
tive: he had seen the Germans strengthening the 
Rome'garrison. But the Italians were uncertain. 
They wanted more time. Each procrastination 
brought the airborne troops closer to H-hour. 
Even today Taylor says: “It was the toughest 
decision of my career. First, because I wanted 
to take the Eternal City with airborne troops. 
But second, because it was my decision alone—no 
advisers, reports, staff discussions. Mine alone.” 
The decision made, Taylor radioed two pre­ 
arranged words to Eisenhower: "Situation in­ 
nocuous.” Within hours of take-off, Taylor had 
killed the daring plan, and 2,000 Americans had 
hicen saved from a disastrous drop. 
General Eisenhower has said: “The risks 
(Général Taylor) ran were greater than I asked 
any other agent or emissary to undertake during 
the war—he carried weighty responsibilities and 
discharged them with unerring judgment, and 


every minute he was in imminent danger of dis­ 
covery and death.” 
Eight months later, Taylor was the do-it-your­ 
self commander of the 101st Airborne Division 
parachuting into France six hours before the 
main D-Day landings at Utah Beach. Fog and 
winds dispersed his men, and he found himself 
alone in black alien countryside. He recalls: 
"A fter 20 minutes of prowling around and 
playing cops and robbers with the Germans, I 
heard someone moving on the other side of the 
hedgerow—German or American? Then I heard 
a little click-click (the division’s recognition sig­ 
nal). I gave a click-click in return. We met at the 
corner of the hedge. No soldier ever looked more 
beautiful than that tough paratrooper private 
with his M-1 rifle, bayonet fixed.” 
Taylor soon rounded up about 70 men. Unfor­ 
tunately, most were majors,colonels« and one gen­ 
eral, McAuliffe. “We had a lot of rank but no­ 
body to go out with M-1 rifles and chase Ger­ 
mans,” Taylor says ruefully. "Never were so few 
led by so many,” Nevertheless, by dawn this 
•strange force was on the move; it took its first 
objective, Pouppeville, on .schedule, and the 101st 
was on its way to one of the most outstanding 
divisional records of the war. 
Mrs. Taylor recalls another momentous day. 
“The General had returned to Washington at 
General Marshall’s order to see some new troop- 
carrying planes. It was Christmas, 1944, and we 
were looking forward to a family get-together. 
Then we heard that the lOlst had been sur­ 
rounded at Bastogne by the German break­ 
through. The General became deeply distressed. 
‘I must rejoin them,’ he kept saying. But because 
of the weather there was trouble getting a plane, 
and we reminded him about the family get-to­ 
gether. T have 10,000 sons over there,’ he said,” 


A SimpI« Case of Bravery 
Taylor wheedled a transatlantic flight, intend­ 
ing to parachute into the besieged lO lst area. 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith refused permission as 
“too dangerou.s,” .so Taylor commandeered a jeep 
and driver and found an open road through the 
battle lines, “It was a hairy drive,” says one of 
his longtime aides. “Either side could have blasted 
him—but what the devil, if you can't do things 
like that, you shouldn’t be in this business,” 
After the war, there was distinguished service 
in Berlin, West Point, and Korea. West Point re­ 
members him as a commandant who recharged 
the academic atmosphere for cadets and trimmed 
down faculty fat. In the gymnasium, he had in­ 
stalled a scale and sign: "This scale is to remind 
the officers at West Point that a potbelly cannot 
lead the Corps of Cadets.” 
The sign is not visible at the Pentagon today, 
but the idea is, hence the crowded gym and the 
pack of dietary food near most desks. 
In June, 1955, Taylor was appointed Army 
Chief of Staff, fought the continuous battle of 
Washington—and suffered his first defeat. On 
one side was a group, led by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, which advocated massive 


retaliation as our best defense. The "big bang” 
philosophers believed that if we concentrated 
on building a huge nuclear arsenal, nobody would 
dare attack us. Taylor acknowledged the impor­ 
tance of nuclear weapons but felt we were put­ 
ting all our eggs in one basket. W hat good was an 
A-bomb in guerrilla w arfare? Or an H-bomb in 
brush-fire wars? If an ally asked our aid against 
a Communist revolution, were we going to drop a 
nuclear device on the country? 
After four years of "the usual 4-to-l split 
against me,” Taylor quit the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
with this farewell to arm s: "My success has been 
definitely limited. I can do only one more thing 
for the cause—withdraw an obsolescent general 
from the military inventory.” 
Today Taylor says, “I meant what I said then— 
under those conditions I was indeed obsolete. 
And if those conditions existed today, I would 
have to do the same. But the climate is different 
here now.” 
After retirement, Taylor put his views into the 
book, "The Uncertain Trumpet,” They were read 
by an impressed Sen. John F. Kennedy. When, 
as President, Mr. Kennedy found himself in 
trouble over the aborted Bay of Pigs invasion, he 
appointed Taylor Special Military Adviser to the 
White House. Last October, Mr. Kennedy named

him Chairman of the Joint Chiefs, just in time 
to join the celebrated executive committee on the 
Cuban crisi.s. On a table in Taylor’s home is a 
gift from the President, a sterling silver calendar 
of October, 1962, with the days of crisis in black. 
The Taylors now live at Fort Myer, Va., in an 
old-fashioned red-brick building on the post. It 
IS notable for a breathtaking view across the 
Potomac to the Capitol and for sunny rooms fur- 
ni.shed with pieces collected from all over the 
world—and a simple portrait, too, that of the late 
Milton Davenport.

.April 15, or he’ll be te rrib ly upset. 
It was in 1913. “ a fte r a generation of ag itatio n and 
e ffo rt” th a t the 16th A m endm ent w as ratified, m aking 
income ta.xes a C o n stitu tio n al— and apparently P erm anent 
- -fixture on the A m erican scene. To be sure, we had taxed 
income a few tim es previously, but the Suprem e C ourt 


had ruled out the levy. 
Those pre-W orld W ar I tax p ay ers dwelled m paradise 
and didn’t know it. They had to fork over from 1 to 7 p er­ 
cent of th e ir earn in g s. T oday’s Social S ecurity ta x alone is 


higher th an th a t. 
. 
As th e In tern al Revenue Service puts it, the income tax 
has since “changed its m orning coat fo r overalls.’ A bout 
62 m illion A m ericans file re tu rn s these days and ante up 
some $50 billioti a year, com pared w ith th e $28 m illion 
“co n trib u ted ” half-a-century back. In 1913 only one in 30 
citizens filed a retu rn , and persons earn in g m ore th an 
$100.000 accounted for th ree -fo u rth s of the total collected.

There were plenty of opponents to the Constitutional 
Amendment introduced during the first Wilson admims- 
tratio n . T hey pointed overseas and said we would become 
•‘as decadent as Europeans” if we paid taxes, that our 
whole moral fiber would collapse, that our independence 
would be sold in the m ark et place. 
B ut incom e tax w as born and has been grow ing ever 
since— not w ith o u t continued opposition, how ever, from 
bent b u t unbowed enem ies. Even th e collector of internal 
revenue under the E isenhow er ad m in istratio n got into the 
act a couple of years ago. T. Colem an A ndrew s, afte r 
several y ears of enforcing th e natio n ’s tax laws, called 
fo r repeals on th e basis th a t they w ere am ong the m ost 
inflationary of all evils besettin g th e sh rin k in g dollar. 
A. form er U tah governor, J. B racken Lee, adam antly re­ 
fused to pav p a rt of his 1955 income tax because he ob­ 
jected to th e money being used fo r foreign aid. T he revenue 
agents sim ply attached his bank account fo r th e rem ain­ 
ing taxes. U ndaunted, Lee w ent to the U.S. Suprem e C ourt, 
b u t th e C ourt w ouldn’t even let him file a suit. Like m any 
a ta x p ay er who has fo u g h t a noble b u t losing b attle w ith 
the tax m an. G overnor Lee packed his g ear and concluded: 


“ I ’m goin’ fishin’. ”

A nother b attle th a t is as old as the income tax is the 
one between loophole .seekers and G overnm ent loophole 
pluggers. Even into the 1930s, a tycoon like J. P. M organ 
was able to find legalistic loopholes to avoid paying his 
taxes T h a t’s not so easy now adays, but people still try. 
One im aginative A m erican— an u n d erta k er— listed his 
personal grocery bill as a deduction on grounds th a t 
his w ife m et potential custom ers w hile shopping. A nother 
trie d to charge off a .swimming pool as “ a .scientific ex­ 
perim ent in w ater purification.” 
Ingenious is the w ord fo r th e stam p collector who 
bought $2,700 w orth of ra re specim ens and trie d to charge 
them off to his b usiness’ postage account. And let s not 
overlook the housew ife who deducted $500 as a bad debt. 
“ I know th a t debt w on’t ever be paid,” she explained, “be­ 
cause I owe it m yself. I haven’t paid any of it for two 


vears, and I don’t intend t o ! 
On the o th er hand. Uncle Sam doesn’t alw ays em ulate 
Sim on L egree a t incom e-tax tim e; he can be sw eetly rea­ 
sonable, too. F o r exam ple, he allowed one com pany to de­ 
duct $187.417 to m aintain a h u n tin g lodge fo r custom ers. 
He p erm itted ano th er firm to charge off $253,035 fo r 


o p eratin g a yacht. 
T his A pril 15th still finds m any forces of tax reform 
and reduction clashing in W ashington and the national 
debt co ntinuing to clim b despite our incom e-tax load. The 
co u n try ’s red-ink-filled pen now is hovering above the $300 


billion m ark. 
T h a t’s quite a la rg e r tab th an we had in George W ash­ 
ington’s day, w hen a prosperous New E nglander nam ed 
Jam es Sw an generously paid our e n tire national debt out 
of his own pocket— slightly m ore th an $2 m illion. N ever 
shall Uncle Sam look upon his likes ag ain !

How Can I ?

Q. How can I “antique” a wood 


panel? 
A. Combine raw sienna with raw 
umber and a touch of \enetian 
red. Dilute this mixture with a 
thin glue sizing. After the finish 
is dry, apply a thin coat of bleach­ 
ed shellac and rub down with a 
fine sandpaper. Repeat until the 
surface is smooth. A final finish 
may be made of flat lacquer or 
rubbing varnish. 


Q. How can I restore my soiled 
powder puffs? 
A. Wash them in warm soap­ 
suds. scrubbing the bad s p o t s 
with a fingernail brush. Don t lay 
them out flat to dry, or they might 
become sour. Instead, pm them 
to the sunny side of a window cur­ 
tain so that the air can get at 
them. 


Q. How can I keep watercress 


fresh and crisp for s e v e r a l 
days? 
A. Wash and dram the water­ 
cress. then place it rn a heavy pa­ 
per bag in the refrigerator—keep­ 
ing the bag in the moderately 
cold section. 


Q. Cm you suggest anything to 
ease ironing of sequin • studded 
blouses? 
A. Place the sequin side on a 
heavy turkish towel. This prevents 
the sequins from cutting the lron- 
mg-board cover, and will a l s o 
keep the tiny decorations from be­ 
ing broken. Embroidered mater­ 
ials. ironed by this method, will 
have a smooth finish with a rais­ 
ed design, which is effective. 


Q. Is there some way I can pre­ 
vent white enamel paint from turn­ 
ing yellow later after its applica­ 
tion? 
A This may sound somewhat 
paradoxical, but one teaspoon of 
black enamel added to a quart of 
white enamel will prevent that yel­ 
lowing. 


QUESTION Why w ere figureheads once used on ships?

ANSWER: Sailors love their ships and from the earliest times 
have had the feeling that they were something more than just 
wood, rope and canvas—that they were somehow alive. A sailor 
will say “she’s a fine vessel,” the word "she” meaning that he 
thinks of a ship as something beautiful and romantic, like a 
woman. Pictures of ships with distinct figureheads have been 
found on stone age rock carvings, so it must have been a very 
long time ago that this practice began. It is thought that the 
figurehead was supposed by the ancients to help the ship find 
her way through fog and dangerous waters. Certain ships in the 
Mediterranean Sea had eyes painted on their bows for the same 
reason, and the custom has persisted on certain fishing boats 
to this day. Viking ships, as well as Roman and Greek vessels 
usually earned figureheads and the custom became so general 
that an old-time seaman thought it unlucky to sail on a ship 
which didn t have one Hut many quaint old customs passed out 
when steam took the place of sail. Now the only figureheads to 
be seen are in nautical museums.
